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PHILOSOPHY FROM 
FLO

One of the new and emerging issues 
in nursing regulation is tele-nursing (tele- 
medicine or tele-health care). I recently 
attended an Area IT meeting of the National 
Council of State Boards of Nursing, Inc. 
where a significant amount of our very 
limited time was devoted to discussing 
emerging problems inherent in recent 
advances in telecommunications of health 
care. 


Not only has the practice of nursing 
changed dramatically but also the mode of 
delivery of care provided through nursing 
practice has undergone dramatic changes. 
Nursing care is provided not only in 
traditional acute care settings and nursing 
homes but also in schools, satellite clinics, 
prisons, summer camps, patient homes and 
many other non-traditional settings to a far 
greater extent than occurred merely a decade 
ago. Such rapid growth is both a blessing 
and a bane. Its a blessing to be able to 
provide care, educate and inoculate for 
protection and prevention and to provide 
more affordable nursing services and 
consequently reach a larger population. On 
the other hand it is extremely difficult and 
practically impossible in such a wide variety 
of settings to foresee the consequences of 
developments whether they be technological, 
personnel changes or staffing utilization 
changes in order to enable the boards of 
nursing to ensure the safety of consumers. 


Consider some of the following scenarios: 


° A personal tele-medicine system that 
lets nurses using two-way interactive 
systems at centralized stations walk 
at-home patients through standard 
tests. 

° An in-home medication monitoring 
and intervention service that tells 
doctors and nurses via phone line 
when and how often patients take 
prescribed medications. The 
prescription medication bottle cap is 
fitted with a computer chip that 
records the time the bottle is opened 
and provides visual and audible 
reminders. 

° A managed care organization in 
Minnesota is using televised images 
transmitted over telephone lines to 
link seven hospitals with corporate 
headquarters. Similar connections 
serve nine rural hospitals, and six 
more were added at the end of 1995. 
December, 1995, they began a two 
month experiment linking emergency 
rooms in three smaller Minnesota 
cities with a 24 hour emergency 
room in a larger hospital. Doctors in 
the larger hospital emergency room 
will view patients in the outlying 
hospitals and issue instructions to 
attending nurses, providing relief for 
rural doctors who otherwise would 
have to come from home. 


Recently when I sustained an injury 
while skiing, the emergency room doctors at 
a small hospital sent my x-ray image via 
telephone hook-up to an orthopedist in a 
large city several hundred miles away. The 
emergency room doctor and orthopedist 
consulted regarding diagnosis and 
appropriate treatment of pelvic fractures. It 
was costly but most expedient process. 


1 was astounded at the changes that had 
come to even a small, rural, almost isolated 
hospital. 


Regulatory implications of 
developments such as those briefly 
mentioned above are difficult to determine. 
New practices and developments in 
technology create issues never before 
considered by boards of nursing. Which state 
is responsible for regulation of a nurse’s 
license and who responds to a complaint 
filed against a nurse who is located physically 
in one state and who regularly visits a patient 
in another state via tele-communications? If 
a violation occurs is it at the site of the 
patient or at the site of the nurse? Does the 
nurse require a license in both states? Ifa 
corporation has facilities in eight states and a 
nurse is transmitted via telecommunication to 
those facilities for patient teaching, must that 
nurse be licensed in eight states? 


It is conceivable that nurses might 
need to be licensed in several states under 
current statues and rules in effect in many 
states. HMOs and large nursing home 
corporations have created extremely 
complex webs of enterprise and many nurses 
are required to be responsive to patients and 
doctors outside state boundaries. Since 
Missouri has eight contiguous states, does 
that imply that nurses in some circumstances 
would need to be licensed in eight or more 
states? That’s a possibility the way current 
statutes and rules in most states read, 
however, through the efforts of National 
Council of State Boards of Nursing, Inc. all 
boards of nursing are aware that a situation 
is arising and most are looking for 
appropriate methods of addressing the issue- 
changes in statute and/or rules, policy 
changes if possible and many discussions 
with other states to identify issues and to try 
and reach agreement on possible resolutions. 


It’s one thing to agree that changing the 
Nurse Practice Act or the rules is necessary 
but for all states to then achieve changes that 
are compatible to every other is an entirely 
different matter. How long does it require to 
achieve a statute change? Sometimes up to 
ten years! A rule change? Sometimes months 
and sometimes years! 


The challenge of regulatory reform 
and “tele-health” care is to ensure 
establishment of sound legal authority for 
professional practice accompanied by sound 
disciplinary structures, to ensure that only 
qualified practitioners are licensed and thus 
are authorized to practice-insuring public 
protection. Our commitment must be to 
collaboration and collegiality with other 
professionals in the development of a 
regulatory system for the 21st century which 
allows innovation while adhering to sound 
regulatory principles. 


EDUCATION UPDATE 


BOARD MEETING DEADLINE 


As you may already know, Minimum 
Standards indicate a six week deadline for 
Education board Business, in the past the 
Education Committee had also used a four 
week and a three week deadline. These 
deadlines are no longer an option. 


At the December, 1995 Board 
meeting it was approved and effective 
immediately a four week only deadline for 
Education agenda items.

IDENTIFICATION NUMBER 


Your Nursing Program’s NCLEX 
Program Code will be your identification 
number i.e., 17-000. For identification 
purposes all Nursing Programs must include 
their NCLEX Program Code on all 
correspondence and materials sent to the 
Missouri State Board of Nursing. 
Correspondence sent from the Missouri 
State Board will also include the nursing 
program’s identification number. The 
utilization of identification numbers will 
assist in the transition fo a computer system. 


CERTIFICATES 


The Board decided that instead of 
issuing an accreditation certificate after each 
annual report, an approval letter would be 
issued upon review of a satisfactory annual 
report. A Certificate of Accreditation will be 
issued on a five-year cycle. The five-year 
cycle will coincide with nursing program’s 
five year accreditation surveys. Programs 
who had a Five-Year Accreditation Survey, 
prior to 1995, will receive a certificate for 
the remaining period until their next Five- 
Year Accreditation Survey. 


PRECEPTORS 


At the March, 1996 board meeting, 
the members of the Board approved a board 
Policy for utilization of Preceptors for 
Practical Nursing Programs, The Preceptor 
Rule for Professional Nursing Programs 
became effective March 10, 1994. Programs 
that utilize Preceptors must submit a 
preceptor policy to the Missouri State Board 
of Nursing. This policy will be placed in the 
appropriate Program’s file. 


CLINICAL LEARNING EXPERIENCES 
CLARIFICATION 


There has been some confusion when 
completing requests for additional sites. 
Clarification has been requested regarding 
“Hands-on” and “Observational” learning 
experiences. 


Observational: To watch or be present 
without participating actively. 

Hands-on: Involving active participation; 
applied, as opposed to theoretical. 

Both: The student may observe and 
participate actively. 


Anything other than standing and 
observing is considered “Hands-on”. 
Therefore, communication and assisting are 
considered a “Hands-on” learning 
experience. If course objectives and/or 
descriptions, indicate a student will be 
actively participating and observing, then 
both “Hands-on” and “Observational” boxes 
should be checked. During a “Hands-on” 
learning experience, a Faculty Member or 
Preceptor must be present at all times. The 
Minimum Standards Task Force is currently 
reviewing the clinical area of Minimum 
Standards for possible revisions, but until 
that time, the above procedures must be 
adhered to. 


FACULTY REQUEST FORMS 


The current Faculty Request Forms 
were recently revised. When available, the 
new forms will be sent to each nursing 
program. You may make additional copies of 
the revised Faculty Request Form as needed. 
Once you receive the new Faculty Request 
Forms, please destroy any previous Faculty 
Request Forms that you may have on file. 


MINIMUM STANDARDS TASK FORCE 
(MSTF) UPDATE 


At the December, 1995 Board 
meeting, the decision was made to 
implement a Task Force to review both 
Practical and Professional Minimum 
Standards for Nursing Programs. The Task 
Force consisted of the Education Committee 
and the Licensed Practical Nurse Board 
member. The Minimum Standards Task 
Force has had two meetings; January 12, 
1996 and February 27, 1996. At the January 
12th meeting the Minimum Standards Task 
Force reviewed and identified areas for 
possible revisions and/or discussion. At the 
February 27th meeting the Minimum 
Standards Task Force made the decision to 


enlarge the committee to include a 
representative from each level of nursing. 
We have contacted the appropriate Nurse 
Educators Associations and requested that 
they appoint an individual to serve on the 
Minimum Standards Task Force. Our next 
Minimum Standards meeting is scheduled for 
Tuesday, May 28, [996 in the Main 
Conference Room at the Professional 
Registration Building, 3605 Missouri 
Boulevard, Jefferson City, Missouri from 
1:00 p.m. to 5:00 p.m.

EDUCATION COMMITTEE CONFERENCE 
CALLS 


Recently it was asked if anyone could 
participate in the Education Committee 
Conference Calls via the conference call. 
This option is unavailable as the phone port 
allows for only seven individuals. Anyone 
wishing to participate in the Education 
Committee Conference Calls may do so as a 
guest of an Education Committee member, 
or by being present at the Missouri State 
Board of Nursing office where the 
conference calls originate. An Education 
Committee member may not be able to 
accomodate a visitor and refer you to 
another Committee member due to the site 
location of their call. 


REQUEST FOR CST COMMITTEE MEMBERS 


The National Council of State Boards 
of Nursing, Inc. is looking for qualified, 
highly motivated and professionally 
committed nurses to assist in the 
development and scoring of CST cases. 


What is CST? 


CST is an uncued, dynamic, interactive test 
that permits examinees to realistically 
simulate clinical decision-making activities 
used in the nursing management of client 
needs. The National Council has undertaken 
the study of CST to evaluate its effectiveness 
in testing nursing competence. 


How CST works, 


In CST, examinees are not cued fo client 
problems or possible courses of action by the 
presentation of questions with answer 
options. Instead, a brief introduction to a 
client is presented and desired nursing 
actions are then specified by the examinee 
through free text entry using the computer 
keyboard. The client’s condition changes 
over time in response to the action or 
inaction of the examinee as well as the 
natural course of the underlying health 
problem. 


Role of the Case Development Committee. 


Members of the Case Development 
Committee (CDC) construct scenarios of 
client health problems representative of the 
current NCLEX-RN™ Test Plan. Each case 
author defines a health problem and develops 
several alternate client outcomes based on 
optimal delivery of nursing care and less than 
optimal delivery of nursing care. Previous 
case authors have drawn upon their own 
clinical experiences as a basis for case 
development. At several stages of the case 
development, the content and 
appropriateness of each case is reviewed and 
discussed by the CDC. 


Role of the Scoring Key Development Committee. 


The Scoring Key Development Committee 
(SKDC) is responsible for constructing 
scoring keys which represent optimal 
management of each case. 


Criteria for Committee Membership: 


1. Appointment by the board of nursing 
in the jurisdiction in which you 
practice. (Appointment is requested 
by the National Council, not the 
applicant.) 


2. RN with a minimum of a master’s 
degree in nursing. 

3. Currently engaged in clinical practice 
or clinical instruction. 

4. Knowledge of the current scope of 
nursing practice, including entry 
level. 

5. Proven ability to work effectively in 
groups. 


If you are selected as a committee 
member you will have the opportunity to 
attend committee meetings (2-3 days in 
length, 3-4 times per year) with all related 
expenses paid by the National Council. In 
addition to contributing to the development 
of a new testing methodology, there will be 
opportunities to meet and network with 
nurses from around the country.

EMPLOYMENT 


GUIDELINES 


Always ask to see an original 
Missouri license or temporary permit before 
the new employee reports to orientation. 
Inspect the permit or license to be sure it is 
an original. Here are some tips to help you 
inspect a license or temporary permit for 
authenticity. 


. The license is light blue in color. 
. The license is laminated. 
° The name, license number and 


expiration date of the license is clear 
and does not appear altered. 


Temporary Permit 


. RN Temporary Permit-the face of the 
permit has a light pink background 
with purple shaded areas in which the 
name of the applicant, date permit 
issued, date permit expires, official 
signature and raised Board of 
Nursing seal appear. Tape is secured 
over the portion of the permit that 
contains the nurse’s name, date 
permit was issued and permit 
expiration date. 

. LPN Temporary Permit-the face of 
the permit has a light-green 
background with blue shaded areas in 
which the name of the applicant, date 
permit issued, date permit expires, 
official signature and raised Board of 
Nursing seal appear. Tape is secured 
over the portion of the permit that 
contains the nurse’s name, date 
permit was issued and permit 
expiration date. 

. Temporary Permits are only issued 
for a six-month time period 


. The Board never re-issues or extends 
temporary permits. 


Letters of Verification 


The Board of Nursing does not 
require that a nurse go through the process 
of purchasing a duplicate license in the event 
the nursing license was never received, lost 
or stolen. The Board can issue the document 
as described below to be used by the nurse in 
place of the wallet size card. (As with any 
other document please request to see the 
original.) The following are tips to assist you 
in inspecting Verification of Licensure 
documents for authenticity. 


° The face of the RN verification of 
license document has a light-pink 
background, the LPN verification of 
license document has a light-green 
background. 

. The verification contains the date 
issued, Missouri license number, 
name and address of licensee and a 
raised Board seal. 

. Tape is secured over the identifying 
data on the verification of licensure. 


We have found that a nurse imposter 
is more likely to give a copy of a license or 
temporary permit to an employer rather than 
an original. It is very important that you 
view the original document. If you need a 
copy for your files, make a copy and clearly 
indicate COPY across the copy of the 
license or temporary permit before you file it. 


The Board encourages you to contact 
the Board of Nursing office to verify 
Licensure/Applicant status on each nurse you 
employ. Please reference the phone numbers 
listed at the front of this Newsletter. 


Graduate Exempted Practice Period 


A graduate of a nursing program may 
practice as a graduate nurse until s/he has 
received the results of the first licensure 
examination taken by the nurse or until 
ninety (90) days after graduation, whichever 
first occurs. 


Ifa graduate fails the examination he 
or she must cease practicing nursing as a 
graduate nurse immediately upon notification 
of “DID NOT PASS” results. There are no 
exceptions to this policy. 


If you have questions regarding this 
policy, please contact the Board of Nursing 
office at (573)751-0681. 


Practicing nursing beyond the 
graduate exempted practice period is a 
violation of the Nursing Practice Act and 
is grounds for denial of a license. 


In order for the Board to verify 
information about an exam applicant, the 
applicant must sign a “Authorization To 
Release Confidential Information” form. A 
sample of the release form follows. 


We encourage you to have every graduate 
nurse sign a release form and fax it to our 
office at (573) 751-0075. 


The authorization will be placed in 
the exam applicant’s file and when you call, 
we can release information to you about that 
graduate. 


The exam is administered every day 
at Sylvan Technology Centers located 
nationwide. Exam candidates should expect 
to receive exam results approximately two 
weeks from test date 


NCLEX MANUAL 


The Board of Nursing approved an 
NCLEX Manual and directed Board staff to 
mail this manual to all nursing programs, 
nursing associations and interested public. 
This manual contains the answers to 
commonly asked questions about the 
National Council Licensure Examination. If

Like a shining light at the 
end of a more than two and one-half year 
odyssey, registered professional nurses with 
advanced nursing education will finally have 
arule, 4 CSR 200-4.100 Advanced Practice 
Nurse...effective date June 30, 1996. 


The journey has been arduous and, as 
with many decision-making processes, there 
may be a mixture of satisfactions and 
dissatisfactions with certain outcomes 
specified in the Rule. Admittedly, my 
personal joy is with its birth after a long 
gestation period! At the end of my column 
will be a copy of the Final Order of 
Rulemaking that was filed with the Secretary 
of States’ Office on March 29, 1996. 


After 4 CSR 200-4.100 Advanced 
Practice Nurse Rule becomes effective, all 
registered professional nurses will receive a 
mailing from the Board of Nursing office 
which will advise individuals meeting specific 
requirements in the Rule on how to proceed 
with the application process. 


On Monday, April 15, 1996, the

FINAL ORDER OF RULEMAKING 


4 CSR 200-4.100 Advanced Practice Nurse 
Purpose: This rule specifies the criteria 
necessary for registered professional nurses 
to be recognized by the Missouri State 
Board of Nursing and therefore eligible to 
practice as advanced practice nurses and use 
certain advanced practice nurse titles.

Eligibility Criteria for Nurses with

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HISTORY OF NATIONAL NURSES 
WEEK 
MAY 6-12, 1996 


“Celebrate Our Past, Envision Our Future” is 
this year’s theme for National Nurses Week 
to be celebrated May 6-12. National Nurses 
Week begins on National RN Recognition 
Day, May 6, and ends on May 12, Florence 
Nightingale’s birthday. These permanent 
dates enhance planning and it positions 
National Nurses Week as an established 
promotional event. The nursing profession 
has been supported and promoted by the 
American Nurses Association (ANA) since 
1897. Each of ANA’s 53 state and territorial 
nurses associations promote the nursing 
profession at the state and regional levels. 
Each conducts celebrations on these dates to 
recognize the contributions that nurses and 
nursing make to the health care field. 


The ANA supports and encourages National 
Nurses Week recognition programs through 
the state and district nurses associations, 
other speciality nursing organizations, 
educational facilities, and independent health 
care companies and institutions. 


A brief history of National Nurses Week 


1953 Dorothy Sutherland of the U.S. 
Department of Health, Education, 
and Welfare sent a proposal to 
President Eisenhower to proclaim a 
“Nurse Day” in October of the 
following year. The proclamation 
was made. 


1954 National Nurse Week was observed 
from October 11 - 16. The year of 
the observance marked the 100th 
anniversary of Florence Nightingale’s 
mission to Crimea. Representative 
Frances P. Bolton sponsored the bill

for a nurse week. Apparently, a bill 
for a National Nurse Week was 
introduced in the 1955 Congress, but 
no action was taken. Congress 
discontinued its practice of joint 
resolutions for national weeks of 
various kinds. 


Again a resolution was presented by 
the House of Representatives for the 
President to proclaim “National 
Registered Nurse Day.” It did not 
occur. 


The International Council of Nurses 
(ICN) proclaimed in January of that 
year, May 12 would be “International 
Nurse Day.” (May 12 is the birthday 
of Florence Nightingale.) Since 1965, 
the ICN has celebrated “International 
Nurse Day.” 


In February of that year, a week was 
designated by the White House as 
National Nurse Week, and President 
Nixon issued a proclamation. 


Governor Brendon Byrne (N.J.), 
declared May 6 as “Nurses Day.” 
Edward Scanlan, of Red Bank, N.J., 
took up the cause to perpetuate the 
recognition of nurses in his state. Mr. 
Scanlan had this date listed in 
Chases’ Calendar of Annual levents. 
He promoted the celebration on his 
own. 


The American Nurses Association, 
along with various nursing 
organizations, rallied to support a 
resolution initiated by nurses in New 
Mexico, through their Congressman, 
Manuel Lujan, to have May 6, 1982, 
established as “National Recognition 
Day for Nurses.”

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In February, the American Nurses 
Association Board of Directors 
formally acknowledge May 6, 1982 
as “National Nurses Day.” The action 
affirmed a joint resolution of the 
United States Congress designating 
May 6 as “National Recognition Day 
for Nurses.” 


President Ronald Reagan signed a 
proclamation on March 25, 
proclaiming “National Recognition 
Day for Nurses” to be May 6, 1982. 


The American Nurses Association 
Board of Directors expanded the 
recognition of nurses to a week-long 
celebration, declaring May 6 - 12, 
1991 as National Nurses Week. 


The American Nurses Association 
Board of Directors designated May 6 
- 12 as permanent dates to observe 
National Nurses Week in 1994 and in 
all subsequent years. 


The American Nurses Association 
initiates National RN Recognition 
Day on May 6, 1996, to honor the 
2.2 million indispensable registered 
nurses in the U.S. for their tireless 
commitment 365 days a year. The 
ANA encourages its 53 state and 
territorial nurses associations and 
other organizations to acknowledge 
May 6, 1996 as National RN 
Recognition Day.
